THIT INAUGURATION AT COLUM-
BIA YESTERDAY.

Governor Thompson and Lienfenant-
Governor Sheppard Take the Onath
of Office—The Event Announced by
the Booming of Cannoun—The Fair
Ladies of the Capital City Grace the
Ocension by their Presence—The In-
angnral Address.

[Special Dispateh to the Newsand Courier.]
Covemnra, Decewber 4.—The boom-

ing of cannon at 11 o'clock this morn-
ing announced that an event of more
than ordinary interest was about to
take place. and near noon all Columbia
began to turn its attention to the State-
House.

The first detachment of visitors of
the softer sex made its appearance in
the hall of the 1louse of Represctatives
shortly after the veading of the Jour-
nal had been completed, and all the
vacant places in the hall were soon filled.
Then the ladies invaded the legislative
desks and chairs, and before 1 o'alock,
the hour appointed for the inaugural
ceremaonies, the body &f the hall where
the members usually sit was brightened
by the pretty faces and handsome dress-
es of halfa hundred ladies aho were
scattered through the hall, scated at the
desks of the members.

It was a wonderfully animated pic-
ture; the effeet bheing very similar to
that which would be produced by the
addition of a number of choice rose
buds and tuberoses to a hanch of cedar
or boxwobd. The rail which separates
the floor of the 1louse from the lobbies
was fringed by a wall of white faces,
while the gallery occupied by the pu-
pils of the Columbia Female Seminary
looked like a porteire of spring flowers.

Atlo'clock preeisely the Senate was
announn ced. and, headed by President
pro tem. Izlar clad in the purple rohes
of office, that body entered the hall, the
Senators taking seats on the left of the
Speaker's desk] the President  being
scated to the Jeft of the Speaker.

A few moments later the Governor
and Lieutenant-Governor elect were
announced and the inauguration proces-
sion entered the hall.  First marched
the sargeants-at-arms of the two Houses,
the Senate oflicer bearing the sword of
State and the Touse functionary, Mr.
Brown, the old Colonial mace. Next
followed Senators Earle and Howell, and
‘Lehind them Governor Thompson and
Lieutenant-Governor Sheppard,arm in
arm. Then followed, arm in arm. the
following officials : Representative Ap-
gel, chirman of tne House committee
of arrangements, with  Chief Justice
Nimpson, Associate Justices Me Gowan
and Mec Iver : Judge Bond, of the Uni-
ted States Cirenit Court, and the vener-
able Judge Bryan, of the Distriet Court,
Judge Wallace, the Presidential electors,
Mayor Courtenay, of Charleston and,
Mayor Rhett, of Columbia.

The Governor, Licutenant-Governor
and the Chiel Justice having ascended
the platform, stood wpon the right of
Speaker Simmons. The Colonial mace
was placed on the right and the sword
of State on the left of the desk, and the
Speaker, with & blow of thegavel, called
the Assembly to order, with the follow-
ing annonncement :

The Hon. Hughb 8. Thompsou, Gevern-
or-elect of South Carolina. is now pres-
ent and ready to qualify. The Joint
Assembly will rise and remaoin standing
until the Governor-elect is qualified.

The clerk of the House then held the
Bible to the Governor while the Chief
Justice read the oath of office, including
the oath against duelling.

This oath havipg been subseribed, the
Kpeaker rapped and the members resum-
ed their seats.

There was a pause of a few minutes,
when at cleven minutes past 1 o'clock
the Governor steppec up to the desk
and delivered the following address :

The Inamgural Address.

Senators apd Represeniatives : Call-
ed for the seccond time by the voice of
the people to the office of Governor of
South Carolinn, I appear before you
to enter upon the discharge of the du-
tics thus imposed upon me.

-n the Annunl Message, recently de-
livered, informalion was given of the
condition of the Htate, and such recom-
mendations were made as scemed to be
necessary  or expedient.  Your larger
experience and your more intimate ae-
quaintance with (he needs of the State
will suggest snch subjects requiring leg-
iglative action as I mdy have failed to
bring to your notice. At this time.
therefore, it ir not necessary to discuss
any of those matters of public concern
which demand your attention.

Eight years have past since that po-
litieal revolution—a revolution witheut
a parallel in the History of any State of
this Union, by which the control of our
affairs was wrested from alien hands and
restored to those to whom it rightfully
belonged. The misrule, the oppression,
the numberless wrongs which had
brought our State to the verge of an-
archy, and which were the cause, as
they wore the justification, of the politi-

cal revolution of 1876, bolongs to histo
o D Pl AT T

ry. No reference to them is necessary
excepl to show the striking contrast
which the ehanged condition of affnirs
prescats.  Amid dificulties which seem-
ed nlmost insuperable, anid in the face
of obstacles apparently insurmountable,
the people of South Carolina began the
work of renovating the Government,
and refofming the systems and policies
of the State. The result is scen to-day
in the complete restoration of the pub-
lic credit, in the revival of our institu-
tions of learning, 1 the enlarging and
strengthening of our puhlic'school sys-
tem, in the increasing harmony between
the races, in the just and impartial ad-
ministration of equal laws, in the per-
fect security of person andofl property,
in the rapid expansion of our industrial
pursuits, in the steady development of
our materinl resources, in the revived
hopes and the reawakened energies of
our people. Under econditions auch as
these, with hearts filled with gratitude
for the blessings of the present, we may
well look with hope and confidénce to
the future. That hope and confidence
find inerease in the promise which the
recent gfhederal elections give of more
perfeet harmony throughout our whole
country.

In the character and in the public
services of the distinguished citizen
who has been electod President we have
the sure guarantee of a safe, -an honest
and an economieal administration of the
Goneral Government.

“Equaland cxaet justice to all men,
of whatever State or persuasion, relig-
ions or politieal.”  “The support of the
State governments in all their rights, as
the most competent administrations for
our domestic concerng, and the sureat
bulwarks against anti-Republican ten-
dencies.”  The prescervation of the Gen-
eral Governmeut in its whole constitu-
tional vigor, and the sheet-auchor of
our peace at home and safety abroad.
“The diffusion of information and the
arraingmuont of all abuses at the bar of
public reason :" these are among the
principles  which Jefferson  declared
should be the creed of our political
faith. ’

In the practical recognition of these
principles, in the administraion of the
Genceral Government, will be fourd the
correction of many of the abuses from
which wa now suffer. As is  well
known the resultof the reeviit clection
was not achieved solely as the success
of a mere political party, but it was due
in large measure to the carnest and uni-
ted efforts of men who have hitherto
Leen opposed (o that party whose nomi-
nee hus been chosen to the Presidency.
In this fact there is much to encourage
the hope that henceforth, however the
political parties in the Union may dif-
fer upon questions of public poliey,
they will not again he separated by race
un!‘n;::nn‘ie;lus or divided by geographical
lines.

This consummation, so devoutly to be
wished, will tend to the formation of
that more perfeet union which our
matchless institutions were desighed to
seoure,

But Lright as is the promise thus of-
fered to us, we must not forget that the
hours of victory bring with them great
responsibilities,

If we are not equal to these responsi-
bilitions the popular verdiet lately ren-
dered may be, and properly will be, re-
versed at the next Presidential election.

The fact that in South Carolina all
departments of the State government
are controlled by one race of the same
politieal party but adds to our responsi-
bility. Without the wholesome check
which atrong minorities in a govern-
ment oppose to the abuse of power we
should l:e the more careful to act with
serupulous justico and fuirness. Both
within and without the State fears are
entertnined of oppressive and unju t
legislation, and distrust is felt of our
motives and purposes. The rosult will
prove that the fear is groundless and the
distrust unfounded.

We can now show to the world the
unfairness and injustice of the misrep-
resentations and the suspicions which
we have long and patiently borne. In
the history of this State, for the last
eight years, there is nothing to warrant
the belief that the civil and political
rights of all the people will not be
safely guarded and securely proteeted.

In all the exultation which followed
the recent elections, [ have seen no
where in the press of this State, or in
the reports of public addresses, nor
bave I heard in private conference the
expression of any purpose to deny the
full and complete recogunition of all
those rights which, by the Constitution
of this State and of the United States,
are guarantecd without distinction to all
the citizens of this State.

The people of South Carolina who
bore without reproach the direst politi-
cal adversity will be just and magnani-
moug in the day of their political tri-
umph. Tha supremacy of the white
man in Sounth Carolina is fixed irrevoea-
bly, but that supremacy is not inconaist-
ent with the [ull, freec and frank ac-
knowledgement and' recognition of the
political equality of tho eolored man,
’ P A e AR B el

But however pure our motives and hon-
est our intentions, we must not over-
look thie fact that the task before us is
one which will eall for the cxercise of
the wisest statesmanship and of the
most Itheral and progressive polizy.

The adjustment of the relations be-
tween the races in Bouth Carolina pre-
sents o problem among the most  diffi-
cult, the most intricate and  the
delicate cver presented to any people.
No earnest, thoughtful man who knows
all the circumstances hy which we’ are
surrounded, and who seccks to foreeast
the future, or even to provide for the
emergences of the present, ean fail to
realize the grave responsibilities by
which we are conflronted.

For one T haye unfaltering faith in the
result.  The faith is founded upon my
knowledge of the patriotism of the peo-
ple of this State, and my confidence in
their earnest purpose to meet all the re-
quircments of their position with firm-
ness, prudence, moderation and justice,

Upon the foundation which wo Ilay
posterity must build. Let us make
those foundntions strong, and wide, and
deep, so that (uture generations may
erect thercon a superstructure within
whose walls liberty shall always Jove to
dwell.

The larger experience in public affuirs
with which I enter for a second time
upan the duties of this office but in-
ereases the sense of the responsibility [
assuma.

Believing there is no instrumentality
in human society so potential in its in-
fluence upon mankind for good or evil
as the governmental machinery,” |
shall  discharge  my  duty  with
steadfast purpose to exeeute the lnwful-
Iy expressed will of the people whose
servant [ am.

Grate:Mal beyond the power of words
to express for the confidence reposed in
me by the people of the State, and for
the honors which they fiave conferred
upon e, I invoke your hearty co-oper-
ation, and that of my fellow-citizens of
South Carofina, to cnable me to meot
the demands of this hizgh office ; and I

At the close of the admirable address

hearty  burst of applanse  broke
through the restraint of Legislative de-
corum and greeted the Governor.

The same ceremony was gone through
in administering the oath of offlce to
Licutenant-Governor Sheppard, ac the
close of which Speaker Simons said:
“I'he purposes for which this joint As-
sembly was convened having been ae-
complished, I now declare this joint As-
sembly dissolved.”

The Senate returned to its Chamber,
the crowd scattered, and the House
once more settled itsell to the Legisla-
tive work before it :

Ou the return of the Senators at 1.30,
a crowd of persons followed them and
soon filled most "of the available space
in the Chamber. A number of ladies
were present,

After a pause of a few moments, Sen-
ator Izlar, as presidont pro fempare,
standing at the presidents desk, address-
ed Lieutenant-Governor Sheppard in
the following words: “In behalf eof
the Senate of South Carolina I take
pleasure in congratulating you upon
your clection for a second time to this
high office, and I now hand you the gav-
el which is the symbol of the anthority
you huve so worthily exercised.”

Speaking clearly and earnestly, Mr.
Sheppard responded :

LEGISLATIVE PROCEEDINGS.

The Couvlet Bill Passed—Insurance
Laws.

Coruampra, December 9.—A very im-
portant matter was disposed of in the
passage of a bill introduced by Col. Has-
Ecll, to amend the law-in relation to the
leasing out of convicts.  Mr. Haskel!'s
Lill eame up as a special order on the
Calendar.  [ts object is to place the con-
victs leased outside the Penitentiary on
the same footing as those who remain in
the institution, viz., under the coutrol
and supervision of State officers. My,
Hewphill, who stands in loco parentis
to the new members, moved to strike
out the enacting words of the bill for
the purpose of opening up the discus-
sion.  The purpose was efleeted,

My, Haskell, who opened the discus-
sion, said that tho deaths and escapes un-
der the leasing system were about one-
third of all the conviets who went out-
side of the Penitentiary walls: 1o rec-
ognized the faet that there was not pris-
on room enough in the Penitentiary for
all the conviets now, and the hill was not
intended to stop the hiring out of con-
victs, but only to make the proper of-
ticer responsible for them.

Mr. Kennedy thought it botter to leave
the matter ay it was, as the passage of
this bill would so embarrass the eontrac-
tors that they would have to return their
hands to the Penitentiary, where, as was
known, there was not room for them.

A motion to table the motion to strike
out the enncting words was adopted—
yeas 46, nays 45,

Mr. Lee, of Sumter, moved to continue
the bill until the next session. If the
convicts he said were sent back to the
Penitentiary the institution would be-
come a burden to the State.

Mr. Hemphill, of Abbeville, said if
this Lill was passed it would virtually
destroy the system of lensing out the
convicts,  'I'he committee on the Peni-
tentiary had investigated the matter and
were convinoed that the bill was imprac-
ticableo.

Mr. Haskell said he had hoped that
this bill would pass without an extended
debate. This thing he said opened the
saddest page in the history of South
Carolina. He went into an elaborate
and cloquent argument showing that
over one-thiml of the conviets hirod out
on twelve months’had died.  Thesa were
not criminals who deserved death, They
were men imprisoned for comparatively
light offences.  In the year just past,
out of 306 men- leased out 35 had died
n the camps—about 12 perecent. H,
had been fighting agpinst this system
ever since he had been a member of ‘the
Legislatare, and if he could accomplish
this he wdnld feel that his work had not
beenin vain. He hoped that'this bill
would” be the means of bringing more
mon into the work at which many of the|
conviets. afo now
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angaged, the making

of shocs and the knitting of stockings,
New factory buildings were going up in
the Penitentinvy now, and applications
had already come in for 200 more con-
victs at fuir wages,  Heappeeled to this
House, for the honor of the State, to the
members, as Christinn men, to stop this
horrible system.

Mr. Blake. of Abberville, believed that
the bill would not accomplish what its
author desired to r{ccnmplish. The math-
cring of all the conviets in the Peniten-
tiary would result in disense and death,
and it was an act of humanity to scatter
them,

Mr. Lee, of Sumter, thought that If
reform was intended the whole system
of leasing should be abolished. The
bl hefore tho TTouse did not seck to
throw additional safeguards around the
conviets ; it simply provided an expen-
sive system of guards which would ren-
der the employment of thewm impossible.
Nothing was said in the bill about caring
for the health of the convicts. IHe
would vote against the bill—believing
that it would be humanity to the con-
victa. Mr. Lee intimated that the result
of the passage of the bill would be to
bring additional Iabor to the Columbia
Canal.

Mr. Haskell said thatno such picayun-
ish notions induced the bLill.  The men
were wanted to work in factories.  Mr.
Moulton wanted one hundred more
stocking-makers. Mr. Dibert fifty more
shoemukers,  [Tarness mnkers were
wanted and abundance of employment
could be found for theconvicts inside
the walls of the Penitentiary.

The discussion of the convict bill was
then resumed. Mr. Parker offered an
amendwment striking out the” clause in
the bill which declares that “the party
hiring the labor shall have no control
over it,” and supported his amendment
with a forcible specch. The amenz.
ment was aceepted by Mr. Haskell,

Mr. Kenncey, of Charleston, moved
to pospone the whole bill, and the yeas
and nays were called. ‘I'he motion was
lost, 39 ayes Lo 76 nays, and the disens-
sion was then resumed.

Mr. Mc ‘rady said we could nol shut
our eyes te the dangers to which these
poar people (the conviets) were subject-
ed.  He trusted the whole system would
be stopped. Every cousideration of
civilization protested ngainst this sys-
tem, which was one of the things which
is held up against the South.

After a number of amendments the
bill passed ita’second reading in the ful-
lowing lorm : -

“Section 2732, No convicts shall be
hired out as provided in the foregoing
xections, unless such convicts shall be
and remain under the supervision of a
sworn officer and guards appointed by
the superintendent of the Penitentiary,
and every contract shall specify the
hours of labor, and the time occnp'ie_d
in going to and returning from work,
and no convict so hired out shall he pun-
ished except by such officer. The pay
allowance and rations of such officer
and guards shall be included in the hire
of such convicts, and shall be paid and
supplied by the person hiring them ; the
amount of pay of such officer and guards
to be paid by the person hiring convicts
monthly in advance to the superintend-
ent  of the DPenitentiary, to be

by him paid to such officer and
gunrds, such officer and guards to be
responsible to the superintendent of the
Penitentinry and to hold their offices
subject to removal by the superintend-
ent.  I'hat the directors of the Peniten-
tiary shall rescind all contracts now in
existencoe at the carliest day they ean,
and in every new contract enforce the
provisions of this section; and ghall
hire no convict to be employed at
any work or at any place, until
the physicians of thr Penitentiary shall
have declared in writing that such work
and place is reasonuhly safe and healthy,
Tho superintendent and directors of the
Penitentinry shall preseribe the rulea
and regulations to bo observed by said
officer and guards in all cug e,

The committee on the judiciary re-
ported unfavorably Mr. Graydin's hill to
require insurance compnnics doing bus-
invssin thisBrate to obtain a charter un-
der the lnwa of the State.  'T'he bill was
nllncvd on the Calendar at the request.of
the author. 'I'he committee nlso sub-
mitted a bill which is intended to reach
the point so often argued in inkuranen
law suits, abont tho value of property
destroyed by fire and eovered by insur-
ance. Under the law as it now stands if
A. insures hiz house for $10,000 and it'is
destroyed by fire, the insurance company
does not pay him $10,000, but the valus
of the house, provided the valuc is less
than $10,000. - At least this is how tho
law is understood by the insurance com-
panies.  The Lill in question provides
that *“all fire insurance companies doing
business in this State, which shall re-
ceive from and after the passage of thig
Act the preminm on any policy of insur-
ance against loss by fire on any houses;
buildingx or structures of any kind what-
evor, shall be estopped from denying the
value of the housces, buildings or other
structures so insured to be the sum or

wvalue set forth in Baid policy of insur-

ance ; and shall be deemed and taken to
have waived any right they may have
had to disputoe the truth of the applica-
tion for insnianee, as to the value of the
snid Ipro erty, to the extent of the sum
specified in the said policy, and thesaid
gum 8o specified and named therein, and
upon which the premiums shall’ have

been paid, shall be deeried and taken to.
